If you’re reading this, it’s 
probably already too late. 

You’re likely on your 
way to work, which means 
you’ll have to deal with 
one of those Nova Scotia 
storms where snow turns 
to rain, rain turns to freez¬ 
ing rain, and laughter 
turns to bitter cursing. 

“It’s going to be messy 
more than bad,” CBC’s ge¬ 
nial supper-hour weather¬ 
man, Peter Coade, told 
Metro News yesterday. 

“What’s going to make it 
bad is the temperatures 
are going to be right 


around zero, minus one to 
zero. Ten to 15 centimetres 
of snow doesn’t look out of 
the question.” 

So in other words, this 
will likely be one of those 
storms that fluctuate be¬ 
tween snow and rain, leav¬ 
ing a wet, heavy blanket 
covering everything? 

“There’s a good chance 
of that, yep.” 


But worse than that is 
that it’s predicted to start 
around midday and go into 
the evening. 

That’ll cause rush-hour 
delays, and likely some 
cancelled events in the 
evening, according to 
Coade. 

“It’s just at a bad time. If 
it was to happen 
overnight, it wouldn’t be 


as bad,” he said. 

It will also likely cause 
some new grey hairs to 
grow on Mayor Peter Kel¬ 
ly’s head. 

The city recently burned 
all the way through its 
$16.2-million snow re¬ 
moval budget. 

But it’s not into deficit 
territory quite yet, thanks 
to $2.5 million in reserve 
funding. 

But it does put HRM 
close to the edge, as a sig¬ 
nificant storm can cost be¬ 
tween $750,000 and $1 
million. 

Any amount the city 
goes over budget will have 
to be cut from another de¬ 
partment to avoid a deficit.

Baby-killer has 
made progress: 
Parole board 

decision A man who once 
threw his infant son 
against a couch and killed 
him is not a danger to the 
community, according to 
the National Parole Board. 

Darren Frederick Vien- 
not still has trouble man¬ 
aging stress, and that’s 
made it hard for him to 
find a job. But he’s made 
progress in the last four 
years, says a decision 
released yesterday by the 
board. It was issued after 
an annual review of his 
parole. 

“Your case management 
team remains focused on 
assisting you to be 
independent and self-suffi¬ 
cient in an environment 
where you can manage 
stress,” reads the decision. 
Viennot must remain in a 
halfway house, where he’s 
been living since he first 
got parole in 2006. 

In July 1994, Viennot 
shook his 5V2-month-old 
son, Devon, six times to 
stop him from crying, 
then threw him three 
times against the couch. 
The baby died in hospital 
the next day. 

Viennot is now trying to 
get a disability pension.

YMCA reviews security after 
woman attacked in washroom

The YMCA on South Park 
Street is beefing up securi¬ 
ty at its student residence 
after a 24-year-old woman 
was attacked Tuesday 
night in the women’s 
washroom. 

At 11:15 p.m., the lights 
went out in the washroom 
and the victim said she was 
grabbed from behind and 
held by a man wearing a 
mask. She screamed and 
struggled, breaking free. 

Her screams alerted YM¬ 
CA. staff and tenants, who 
called 9-1-1 and held a sus¬ 
pect till police got there. 

“She wasn’t physically 
hurt. Obviously, it was trau¬ 
matic,” Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice Const. Jeff Carr said. 

Khalid Alharbi, 19, ap¬ 
peared in Halifax provin¬ 
cial court yesterday, 
charged with assault, 
forcible confinement and 
wearing a disguise. 

Both the victim and the 
suspect were residents of 
the YMCA’s student dormi¬ 
tory, which houses about 
20 people. Each resident 
shares a washroom, a 
kitchen and laundry facili¬ 
ties with the others. 


Bette Watson-Borg, presi¬ 
dent of the YMCA of Hali- 
fax-Dartmouth, said yester¬ 
day the Y will move quick¬ 
ly to put keypad security 
locks on its common wash¬ 
rooms, to ensure male resi¬ 
dents can’t get into the 
women’s washroom. 


“We’re taking it veiy seri¬ 
ously,” Watson-Borg said. 

“We work really hard to 
provide a safe environ¬ 
ment.” 

She wasn’t sure how 
long the suspect had lived 
in the building. 

Residents apply to get in¬ 


to the building, and pay 
$400 a month rent. The YM¬ 
CA doesn’t house transients 
anymore, Watson-Borg said. 

She thanked police for 
arriving so quickly, and 
said the victim went to 
her regular classes yester¬ 
day morning.

Halifax residents near the 
MacKay Bridge are bracing 
for 24-hour-a-day construc¬ 
tion this weekend as work 
to remove the “road to 
nowhere” steps up. 

Things will start off gen¬ 
tly enough for Feb. 20 to 
23, said Jon Eppell, bridge 
engineer for the Halifax- 
Dartmouth Bridge Com¬ 
mission. “It’ll just be 
cranes lifting steal beams, 
generators for welding, 
and there might be a little 
bit of hammering.” 

Next weekend, they’re 
cranking up the volume. 
“(Residents) can expect to 
hear concrete breaking, 
with excavators breaking 
away the concrete — that’s 
a ‘bang-bang-bang’ sound,” 
he said. 

Eppell said the noise 
shouldn’t be any worse 
than what residents have 


been putting up with 
while the “K-ramp” comes 
down, except it will be 
around the clock. The Bar¬ 
rington Street entrance/ex¬ 


it ramps and the Wind- 
sor/Robie to Barrington 
ramp will be closed from 7 
p.m. Friday until 5:30 a.m. 
Monday. 


The two roads below the 
ramp are city-owned, and 
the city only gave the 
bridge commission permis¬ 
sion to close the roads for 
two weekends. 

“We have tried to be very 
sensitive to this and com¬ 
press the schedule as 
much as we can to limit 
how many weekends, days 
and nights we’re going to 
be affecting people,” Ep¬ 
pell said. 

He added the commis¬ 
sion is trying to strike a 
balance between inconve¬ 
niencing neighbours and 
causing problems for the 
motorists who use the 
bridge. “We’ll try to stay 
out of the way as much as 
possible.” 

With snow on the way 
and freezing temperatures 
expected, it’s not going to 
be a fun weekend for the 
work crews, either. If 
weather shuts down opera¬ 
tions, it will be bumped to 
the March 6 to 9 weekend. 


Fund a Tory 
election prop: 
Opposition

politics Opposition parties 
accused the government 
of creating a $ 175-million, 
pre-election slush fund 
yesterday. 

The Liberals and NDP 
struck back at the Tories’ 
Tuesday announcement 
that it would be topping up 
the Industrial Expansion 
Fund with $175 million. 

“The government knows 
that it is the only fund with 
virtually no controls and 
when they want to spend a 
lot of money quickly it’s the 
industrial expansion fund 
that they turn to,” NDP MLA 
Graham Steele said. 

The fund allows the gov¬ 
ernment to lend out mon¬ 
ey to businesses, usually to 
be repaid later. Both oppo¬ 
sition parties said the gov¬ 
ernment should instead be 
encouraging investment 
through the Nova Scotia 
Business Inc. 

The NDP have instead 
proposed a 10 per cent 
manufacturing tax credit. 

“Government has a veiy 
sorry record when it comes 
to picking winners and los¬ 
ers, and a great deal of mon¬ 
ey has been wasted in the 
past throwing money after 
failing companies and fail¬ 
ing industries. A broad- 
based tax credit is just a bet¬ 
ter way to go,” Steele said. 

Economic and Rural De¬ 
velopment Minister Murray 
Scott defended the fund, 
saying the opposition 
would scream if businesses 
were allowed to fail. 

“It’s politics. The Liber¬ 
als who were in power 
used the IEF. The NDP, it’s 
pretty obvious to me, they 
are not business-friendly,” 
Scott said. 

“A lot of these programs, 
tax credits and all that, 
would not help these com¬ 
panies today. These compa¬ 
nies are in trouble today 
and they need help now.” 

Scott praised Nova Scotia 
Business Inc. for being 
proactive, but said the gov¬ 
ernment also needs to be 
reactive to help struggling 
businesses. 

The NDP also pointed 
out that the three largest 
fund top ups in the last 
twenty years were in 1993, 
1999 and 2006 — all elec¬ 
tion years. Smaller top-ups 
occurred in 1994,1995 
and 1997. 
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Grants given to provincially owned courthouses 

The province will give $ 2.8 million worth of grants in lieu of property taxes to 10 municipalities with provincially owned courthouses. 
Halifax will get just over $900,000 as a result, with 10 per cent of that paid this year and the rest over the next two. metro Halifax

hearing Nine groups will 
have legal standing in the 
inquiry investigating the 
death of Howard Hyde, 
who died after being 
Tasered by police more 
than a year ago. 

Hyde, 45, was schizo¬ 
phrenic. On Nov. 22, 2007, 
he assaulted his wife, was 
arrested and taken to Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police cells. 
His family has argued he 
should have been taken to 


the Nova Scotia Hospital 
instead. 

During a struggle, police 
Tasered him twice, and he 
was rushed to hospital. He 
was cleared, but then died 
30 hours later. 

Yesterday, Judge Anne 
Derrick held a brief hear¬ 
ing to determine who 
would get legal standing in 
the case. 

The inquiry will recon¬ 
vene April 22 to determine 
preliminary legal matters, 
but no evidence will be 
heard until July and Au¬ 
gust.

been handed a conditional

Scott Gordon Comeau, 
39, of Bedford will spend 
eight months on house ar¬ 
rest and spent another 
eight months on an 11 p.m.

was encouraged by Oba¬ 
ma’s reassurances that the 
U.S. would live up to its in¬ 
ternational trade treaties, 
he said Ottawa would care¬ 
fully watch the implemen¬ 
tation of the stimulus 
package.

Baby buying charges laid 

Brother says U.S. couple held in Egypt suffered infertility 


A U.S. couple held in Egypt 
on charges of buying two 
newborn babies — a boy 
and a girl — had long suf¬ 
fered from infertility and 
dreamed of children who 
would share their 
mother’s Egyptian 
heritage, a family member 
said. 

The couple, Louis An¬ 
dros and Iris Botros, trav¬ 
elled to Egypt last year to 
adopt the infants and 
bring them to their home 
in North Carolina, where 
they own a Greek restau¬ 
rant. 

They did not realize 


there was no legal way for 
them to adopt in Egypt, 
the family member said. 

“They were so happy. 
They were crazy happy,” 
Shawn Botros, Iris’ broth¬ 
er, said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. 

“Somebody called them 
from Egypt ... and said, 
‘We found kids for you to 
adopt.’ She (Iris) went to 
Egypt. She didn’t do any re¬ 
search. 

“She is the type of per¬ 
son who does not think 
ahead of the situation ... 
They called me from 
Egypt, they were so happy. 


“They were so 
happy. They were 
crazy happy.”

They got the kids. The kids 
were beautiful.” 

The couple named the 
children Alexander and 
Victoria, and Louis re¬ 
ferred to the baby girl as 
his “little princess.” 

Then everything 

changed. 

The couple was arrested 


and jailed in Egypt, 
charged with buying the 
children and obtaining 
forged birth certificates. 

Their lawyer, Sameh 
Ahmed Saleh, said the pair 
had been in contact with 
an official from a Christian 
orphanage who Iris be¬ 
lieved would help them 
adopt the three-month-old 
babies. He said the woman, 
Mariam Rizlcallah, had giv¬ 
en the couple forged birth 
certificates listing Iris and 
Louis as the parents. 

Rizlcallah is also in jail, 
awaiting trial in the same 
case.

Allies hit 
over Afghan 
opium trade 

drugs Afghanistan’s allies 
can and must do more to 
combat the smuggling of 
chemicals used to make 
heroin into Afghanistan, 
the world’s largest opium 
producer and exporter, 
the counter narcotics min¬ 
ister said yesterday.

Afghanistan’s poppy 
fields produce most of the 
world’s opium, but Afghan 
officials say drug traffick¬ 
ers are increasingly using 
chemicals to convert it in¬ 
to heroin before it is 
shipped abroad, producing

B arack Obama 
comes to Ottawa to¬ 
day, and you have 
to wonder why. He 
will see nothing of 
the capital and the capital 
will see nothing of him. 

This supernova will be lit¬ 
tle more than a flash across 
our northern sky. His visit is 
as perfimctoiy as a cam¬ 
paign stop. The tone and 
timing is more about do¬ 
mestic politics and presiden¬ 
tial logistics than bilateral 
relations. 

Why leave Washington at 
all? For all that he and 
Stephen Harper are doing in 
public today, they could 
have talked over a webcam. 
Or a BlackBeny. 



The answer is this visit is 
more obligation than cele¬ 
bration. The U.S. president 
thinks he should make his 
first foreign trip to Canada, 
which isn’t necessarily the 
tradition, but is still some¬ 
thing we should honour and 
appreciate. 

Sadly, the visit isn’t a cele¬ 
bration of a successful rela¬ 
tionship between peoples 
who are more alike than 
any two on Earth. After the 
unpopular George W. 

Bush, it is an opportu¬ 
nity for renewal, and 
both countries 
should have waited 
until it could be 
done right.

day, in the midst of an eco¬ 
nomic crisis. When Ameri¬ 
cans think of Canada, there 
is “no fierce urgency of 
now.”

It allows him 
to say that he came here to 
meet his counterpart, ex¬ 
change pleasantries, do 
some business and fly home 
for supper. 

It also allows his inexperi¬ 
enced White House to test 
things before he makes a 
serious visit abroad. In that 
sense, Canada is Obama’s 
shakedown cruise. 

Because he frets 
that Americans will 
think he isn’t tak¬ 
ing care of business 
at home, this isn’t 
a state visit. He 
von’t stay 

overnight. He 
won’t bring his 
wife. He won’t 
cham¬ 
pagne at a 
banquet with

the Governor General (who, 
desperate to see him, will 
appear at the airport). 

Most important, the U.S. 
president won’t address Par¬ 
liament. He wants his first 
major speech to be to Con¬ 
gress later this month. 

For his part, Harper 
knows that Obama is much 
more popular than he is. He 
knows the U.S. president 
will challenge him on the 
environment. And he wor¬ 
ries Obama could emerge as 
a third force in Canadian 
politics, aligning himself 
with the opposition here. 

So, a lightning visit by a 
phantom president dis¬ 
charging a diplomatic duty 
suits Prime Minister Harper 
as much as it does President 
Obama. Canadians are the 
losers.

The National Battlefields 
Commission has cancelled 
the 250th re-enactment of 
the Battle of the Plains of 
Abraham scheduled for this 
coming August. 

I don’t know whether to 
laugh or ciy. 

First, I didn’t know some 
of the few taxpayer dollars I 
have left go to something 
called The National Battle¬ 
fields Commission, and 
have, apparently, since 
1908. 

Second, call me crazy, but 
is it a good idea to rub salt in 
what is still a raw wound in 
the body politic of what was 
New France? It would be 
like the good people of Man¬ 


itoba and Saskatchewan re¬ 
enacting the hanging of 
Louis Riel. Feelings are still a 
little raw in this young na¬ 
tion of ours — or, if you pre¬ 
fer — in these young na¬ 
tions of ours. We’re not 
ready to make nice, I guess. 

It’s hard to tell who’s the 
real villain here: Les Idiots at 
the Commission who 
thought it would be swell to 
have a masked ball and oth¬ 
er frivolity to commemorate 
the defeat of the French and 
the deaths of opposing gen¬ 
erals Wolfe and Montcalm. 

Then there’s the Reseau 
de Resistance du Quebec, a 
group of fierce separatists 
who promised to kick some 
ass if the re-enactment took 
place. 

Fearing a more authentic 
replay of the battle than it 
bargained for, the Commis¬ 
sion whipped out the white 
flag it keeps on hand for 
such occasions and “Je me 
Souviens” became “Fuhged- 
daboudit” quick march.

Someone pointed out 
there was a similar enact¬ 
ment 10 years ago under the 
Parti Quebecois and nobody 
complained. I guess it’s OK 
to re-stage your own defeat, 
but it hurts when les mau- 
dits Tories try it. 

Moi, I think they should 
indeed re-enact the Battle of 
the Plains of Abraham, but I 
think they should hold it at 
night, because much of

Getting high makes you more 
careful, says study 


Another one of the over¬ 
hyped stereotypes around 
marijuana users has just bit¬ 
ten the dust. For years peo¬ 
ple assumed getting 
“stoned” made you either 
lazy or careless. But what if 
marijuana use actually 
made you more careful and 
less likely to screw up and 
hurt yourself? 

A new Swiss study pub¬ 
lished at Bio-Med Central 
concludes exactly that. Mar¬ 
ijuana can protect you from 
injury. The study compared 
injuries that required hospi¬ 
talization. The authors’ con¬ 
clusions were surprising. 
Marijuana use is not associ¬ 
ated with increased risk of 
injury — marijuana users 
actually get injured less 
than sober people. “The re¬ 
sults for cannabis use were 
quite surprising. The pres¬ 
ent study in fact indicated a 
protective effect of cannabis 
use in a dose-response rela¬ 
tionship.” 

“Great news,” proclaimed 
Prince of Pot Marc Emeiy. 
“We’ve said for years that 
marijuana users are respon¬ 
sible and productive mem¬ 
bers of society.” 

The authors of the study 
agreed, speculating that the 
effects of marijuana, in con¬ 


trast to alcohol, make you 
more likely to avoid risky 
situations.

A government-backed 
bankruptcy reorganization 
remains an option for sav¬ 
ing General Motors Corp. 
and Chrysler LLC, analysts 
said yesterday, even 
though the automakers 
have said they would 
rather not go down that 
road. 

GM and Chrysler asked 
for billions of dollars more 
in federal aid Tuesday and 
announced sweeping 
changes, including capaci¬ 
ty reductions and job cuts. 


Some Wall Street ana¬ 
lysts were disappointed 
that the restructuring 
plans submitted to the U.S. 
Treasury did not include 
key concessions from the 
United Auto Workers 
union and the automakers’ 
bondholders. 

One analyst said that 
taking the bankruptcy op¬ 
tion off the table would re¬ 
duce the bargaining power 
of the companies. 

GM, which has request¬ 
ed $16.4 billion US in addi¬ 


tional loans from the U.S. 
government for a total of 
up to $30 billion, has said 
it would run out of cash as 
soon as March without 
new federal funding.

ly after smaller rival 
Chrysler asked for another 
$5 billion in aid. 

GM’s request that a siz¬ 
able chunk of total aid 
come in the form of pre¬ 
ferred equity rather than 


debt is a “tacit acknowl¬ 
edgment of the fact that 
GM may emerge from an 
out-of-court process as a 
still highly levered firm,” 
JP Morgan analyst Himan- 
shu Patel said.

With the HRTC, is 2009 
the year of the reno? 




rgh! The news at 
the beginning of 
the month that 
Ottawa is now 
i offering a Home 
Renovation Tax Credit 
(HRTC) left me feeling as 
if I’d just missed the last 
boat to financial salva¬ 
tion. 

I was just too late. We 
finished renovations 
more or less on my old 
homestead around fall, 
2008, but the tax credit 
applies only to work per¬ 
formed or goods acquired 
between Jan. 27, 2009 and 
Feb. 1, 2010. 

I started investigating a 
little more and found that 
missing out on the tax 
credit is perhaps not as 
devastating as I had ini¬ 
tially thought. It’s worth 
15 per cent to a maximum 
of $1,350 on a project 
costing over $1,000 to a 
maximum of $10,000. 

OK, so I’ll revise my 
feeling that I “missed the 
boat to financial salva¬ 
tion” to the much less 
dramatic notion that I lost 
the opportunity to get a 
few bucks back from the 
government. 

But I’m not one to be 
ungrateful. If you’re doing 
a reno in the next year, 
and your project costs 
around the $10,000 mark, 
you’ll maximize the sav¬ 
ings from this particular 
program, and I’m willing 
to bet that you’ll be a hap¬ 
py camper once the 2009 
tax assessments start 
coming back. 

The tax credits apply to 
“enduring” home im¬ 
provements, which covers 
a lot. It can apply to redo¬ 
ing a kitchen, refinishing 
a basement, installing a 
new furnace, windows, 
carpeting, flooring and 
resurfacing a driveway. 
The credit does not apply 
to appliances, furniture or 
routine maintenance. You 
can claim the tax credit 
on a home, cottage or

tioning, insulation, air 
sealing, replacing doors, 
windows or skylights, or 
conserving water with toi¬ 
lets that use less water, 
for example. 

But don’t just launch in¬ 
to it without taking a look 
at the requirements. You 
must first hire a qualified 
energy advisor to perform 
an energy evaluation of 
your home, and the eligi¬ 
ble improvements (and 
eventually, the rebates) 
flow from this. See ecoac- 
tion.gc.ca or phone 1-800- 
622-6232 to apply or get 
further information. 

There are also a series 
of provincial and munici¬ 
pal programs that offer 
rebates. The bottom line 
is that there may be a lot 
more government help 
available than you think 
that can help defray the 
costs of doing a reno. It’s 
worth checking.

SAG, studios talk 


It’s Hammertime on A&E 


Negotiators representing 
Hollywood studios and ac¬ 
tors met on Tuesday for 
the first time since Novem¬ 
ber, hoping to kick-start 
talks that have triggered a 
bitter split at the Screen 
Actors Guild. 

The union, which has 
been working without a 
TV/theatrical contract since 
the old one expired on June 
30, is divided between mod¬ 


erates who favour a quick 
resolution to the impasse 
and hardliners opposed to 
the negotiations and any re¬ 
sulting tentative agree¬ 
ment. 

The moderates won a key 
battle last month by forcing 
the ouster of SAG’s execu¬ 
tive director and chief ne¬ 
gotiator, Doug Allen, and 
the negotiating committee. 

The recast team, led by 


new chief negotiator John 
McGuire, met the Alliance of 
Motion Picture and Televi¬ 
sion Producers (AMPTP) at 
the latter’s offices in Sher¬ 
man Oaks. Neither side 
would comment on the 
talks’ progress. Talks were al¬ 
so scheduled for yesterday. 

Small, simultaneous ral¬ 
lies with the opposing SAG 
causes took place outside 
the venue. reuters

In recent years, the Os¬ 
cars have been simply too 
polite and well-behaved to 
make for a riveting specta¬ 
cle.

Italian Braised 
Beef with Garlic 
and Mushrooms 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/2 cup (125 ml) dried 
porcini mushrooms (1/2 
ounce) 

1 cup (250 ml) hot water 
1 cup (250 ml) canned 
crushed tomatoes 

1 cup (250 ml) dry red 
wine or chicken broth 

2 tbsp (25 ml) tomato 
paste 

3 carrots, cut into match- 
sticks 

2 celery stalks, cut into 
matchsticks 

4 garlic cloves, slivered 

4 tsp (20 ml)brown sugar 

3/4 teaspoon oregano 

3/4 teaspoon salt 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) black pepper 

1 lb (500 g) well-trimmed 

boneless beef eye round 

roast 

METHOD: 

1. Combine mushrooms 
and hot water in small 
bowl. Let stand 20 minutes 
until softened. With 
fingers, scoop mushrooms 
out of liquid. Strain mush¬ 
room soaking liquid 
through fine-meshed sieve 


and set aside. Coarsely 
chop mushrooms. 

2. Preheat oven to 350 F 
(180 C). Combine 
mushrooms, mushroom 
soaking liquid, tomatoes, 
wine, tomato paste, 
carrots, celery, garlic, 
brown sugar, oregano, 
salt, and black pepper in 
Dutch oven or flameproof 
casserole. Bring to a boil 
over medium heat. 

3. Add meat to pan and re¬ 
turn to a boil. Cover, place 
in oven, and bake until 
meat is tender, 

about 1-1/2 hours. 

4. Slice meat and serve 
with vegetables and sauce. 
(Recipe can be made 
ahead. Add sliced meat to 
pan of sauce and 
vegetables and refrigerate. 
Reheat in 250 F/120 C 
oven).
